regarded by the United States as doing 
awa_y with thn necessity for recon- 
vening the international monetary con- 
ference which was to have met in 
Brussels this fall. 


It is not believed that this action was 


taken without express orders from tho 
English government, which has general 
supervision and control over Indian af- 
fairs. During the session of tho inter- 
national monetary conference at Brus- 
sels last December, General Strachey, 
delegate of British India, in an ad- 
dress delivered before the conference, 
said: 


_"_As an indication of the strange con- 
dition of affairs, it may be further men- 
tioned that there has lately onsen in 
India a serious agitation on this sub- 
ject, and that pressure has been put in 
the government to take direct action 
for the purpose of applying a remedy 
to the numerous evils which are re- 
garded as being due to the fall in the 
value of the rupee, affecting not only the 
public finances and administration, but 
with equal severity numerous commer- 
cial, industrial and social interests: and 
among the remedies proposed and 
strongly advocated by many influential 
persona and authorities is the adoption 
by India of a gold standard and the 
suspension of the free coinage of silver 
at the Indian mints. 


"In these circumstances the dele- 
gates of India have been instructed 
that while studying with the greatest 
care and good will in concert with our 
colleagues at the conference, every 
practical proposal suggested to ensure 
wider use ot silver as currency, they 
are on no account to give- any pledge 
that may interfere wi th the complete 
freedom of action of thc> government of 
India in respect to any measure affect- 
ing the currency of India it might de- 
»ire to adopt." 
In view of this announcement at the 


conference, the action of the Indian 
government was not altogether a sur- 
prise to treasury officials, though what 
its effect may be on future action of 


the United State* can not be accurately 
gauged. 


Information obtained from th« treas- 


ury department shows that the world's

Secretary Herbci t of tho Nary Quotes, "In 


Tlmo of Peace Trcparo Tor War"—Bo- 


Ingr Able to FiglU Is Often u Protection. 
Mr. Herbert'a Part. 


The pages which Secretary Herbert de- 


votes in the North American Review to 
a comment on the great show of ships at 
Norfolk and New York deal with it first 
as an illustration of tho friendly feeling 
that now prevails between the United 
Slates and other nations. 


Ho recalls thr.t i his peaceful rendez- 


vous took place in the very roadstead 
where the Monitor and Merrimac fought 
and near where the Leopard attacked 
the Chesapeake, while close by at Xor- 
folk lay the old Constellation, successor 
lo Truxton's frigal e that overcame tho 
Insurgente in 1799. Of tho nine nations 
whoso 00 warships wero theie gathered 
three were republic, but all the vessels 
put on the colors of Italy in honor of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of King Hum- 
bert's marriage, just as tho British 
Blake afterward at New York, where 
once tha prison ships of the Revolution 
lay, flashed out llio image of Washing- 
Ion m her fireworks display, and just as 
other foreign ships took part in our 
Decoration day ceremonies. 


Secretary Herbert well says that tho 


voyage from Hampton lioada, when the 
vessels of nine jic.ticii'!, m two parallel 
columns, steamed it a pre=eubed rate, 
all under the command, by courtesy, of 
an American officer, formed "a scene 
that has no parallel in history." Yet 
even this sceno was. surpassed in suggest- 
iveness by tho land parade in Xew 
York, which, "while it was tho most 
significant act of good will to Iho Amer- 
ican people and American institutions, 
vas also the crowning lesson of tho le- 
view." 


And what was that all important les- 


son? Tho secretary thus expresses it: 


"Every thoughtful observer was im- 


pressed with tho idea that if our men 
should ever come to blows with their 
'riends who weie behind them in line 
they could never hope to win except with 
i/air supply of slii^s and guns. The 
stalwart Russians with their sturdy 
ramp; the business looking Britons, 
leeping step to 'God Save the Queen;' 
tho quick stepping Frenchmen; the Ger- 
mans, with their natty uniforms; the 
Italians, and indeed all the detachments, 
were drilled and disciplined into fight- 


machineb. Is"evet was biich a sight 


witnessed before as the sailors of nine 
different nations in irchmg together, and 
lever was anything- better calculated to 
mpress upon those who feaw them the 
essoii that the American sailor cj.ii keep 
lis place upon tho seas only when his 
government is behind him." 


This, after all, should be an abiding 


moral of tho pageant for our country- 
men. 
It taught not only the beauty of 


)eace, bnt Uio duty in peace to prepare 
"or war. It waa suggestive, no donbt, 
hat whilo 70 years before Russia, Pius- 
da and Austria, had cntcicd into a futile 
combination to reduce tho Spanith- 
imencan colonies because they had bet 
hemselves np ns independent republics, 
ere weie KuM>ia and Germany joining 
heir ships with thobe oi republican 
franco and the South American repnb- 
ics. 


It was still more suggestive to find the 


irrned forces of Russia and England 
marching one after another iu the same 
treeto and in the simo column and the 
armed forces of Fra,nco and Germany in 
ike comradeship; while as to the inter- 
mingled Coicus of England and America, 
the sight of them prompted Secretary 
Herbert to bay that "Great Britain never 
formally renounced the light of search, 
on account of which the war of 1812 was 
fought, until ISoS, but tho two connteps 
have made peace at last, mutual gocd 
will and respect hive been testified in 
many ways and ne\or more significant- 
ly than at this naval review." 


Yet it is not the reace note with which 


the secretary closes. He insists, as his 
conclusion, that in spite of Geneva arbi- 
trations and Pans arbitrations, we have 
not yet found a safeguard against war. 
"The Genovi arbitration was achieved 
only after the tcrnfic battles of our civil 
war had demonbtrated to the world (he 
fighting capacity of onr citizen soldiery. 
If America, would keep her own peace 
with all tho nations of tho earth and 
maintain her pUco in the vanguaid'of 
civilization, she must be a I all times pre- 
pared for war 
This IB the lesson of 


history emphasized by the rendezvous 
and the review." \Ve may add that buch 
lessons were wholly additional to the 
original purpose of the ceremony, which 
was to furnish some distinctly naval 
pageant as tho fittest possible form of 
public festival in honor of tho greatest 
of voyages. 


Indeed it may f.iirly be said that the 


full benefits of this memorable oageant 
were not universal1 y recognized when it 
was planned. Even Mr. Herbert him- 
self, although a member of the house 
naval committee, voted against the joint 
resolution of congress which directed it 
to be hold, but as its possibilities gradu- 
ally became apparent ho beaded the suc- 
cessful effort at a, subsequent session to 
increase tho appropriation for it to the 
amount needed. Jlio advantage derived 
from bringing our own new ships to- 
gether for tho first time in considerable 
numbers has been exceedingly great, and 
it has been increased by giv ing them tho 
opportunity to compare .themselves not 
only with each other, but with the picked 
warships of eight other nations. 


Still the great benefit ot" the review, 


according to Secretary Herbert, has been 
in teaching what icmains for the coun- 
try to doin its naval preparations —New 
York Sun.

A vegetable growth in the water mains 


at St. Paul lias been tlio cause of some 
trouble. 
The first cast) was discoverer! 


by the superintendent in one of two 
asrvice pipes in u single tiench supply- 
ing a double nouse. A complaint wns 
made of bad water, which flushing failed 
t3 improve. One of the pipes delivered 
pure water, and OHO supplied a rauddy 
li quid that was of no nse. These facts led 
to tbo conclusion that one qf tbo services 
wa» fonl, and the remedy applied on this 
supposition proved effective. Tha boiler 
of a portable engine was connected with 
tlie faucet of the kitshen sink from 
which tho muddy water came and a 
steam pressure of 70 pounds forced 
against the 3o pounds water pressure for 
30 minutes—thereby driving the water 
cut of the pipe. 


Since that time the jiipo has always 


delivered clear water, and 13 simiUr 
cases have been successfully treated in 
the same manner. Great care has to be 
taken that there are no leaks in tho serv- 
ice pipes and that none of the fittings 
aro open during tbe steaming process.— 
Engineering Record.

Us—ItojiMotitt "Wliy It Shotiltl Get on tho 
Fl'UO 1.1st. 
It appears that for nearly two canto- 


no •> in this country our government has 
by iegal enactment made efforts! to in- 
duce tho culi.ure of flax flbor. In early 
colonial tiuwa bounties were paid to pro- 
ducers of ila.i, and monopolies granted 
to those who started in the ueiv enter- 
prise of man nfacturing linen. 


The earliest customs tariff oi1 which 


copies giving any details are available— 
i. e., of tho aot of 1789—show that 5 per 
cent ad valoiem was tho rate of duly as- 
sessed on ila:c and manufactures thereof. 
During tho years subsequent tlio rates 
have continu illy increased until the Mc- 
Kiuley la%v < apped tho climax iu pro- 
moting high piotection by imposing an 
average dut> of 10 per cent on raw flax, 
equivalent tu an advance of 100 per cent 
on tho rate assessed in 1789. 


A most interesting exhibit is that 


which gives the duties exacted on linen 
fabrics since 1789, in that it shows tbo 
ever increasing impost assessment up to 
the present time. Citing a tew instances, 
it appears that brown aud bleached lin- 
ens wero taxed in the first named period 
at 5 per cent, and today pay 50 per cent 
ad valorem. The sauio duties relate to 
duck, canvas,, diaper, crash, paddings, 
huckaback, Russia shooting, webbing, 
linen clotii, etc., and from a 5 per cent 
ad valorem rate imposed in J780 on 
handkerchief 3, luces, embroideries, ruch- 
ings, etc., the duty has been increased to 
its present nil o of CO per cent ad valorem. 


Iu 1833 linen bags and bagging were 


on the free li it. From 1838 to 1843 brown 
and bleached table linen was passed free 
of duty, but iu the act of Augus.t, 1812, 
25 per cent ad valmoin was assessed. 
This was reel need in 1840 to 20 per cent; 
then in 1837Inrtliordiminished to 15 pc-r 
cent; increased in 18C1 to 80 per cent; by 
tho acts of 1SUS and 1803 raised to So pei- 
ceut, remaining at this figure in the 18 
tariff bills enactr-d between 1804 and 
1883, 
to be increased by the McKiuley 


lawtoCOpei cent. From 1833 to 1811 
flax fiber was on the tree list; increased 
in 1883 to §20 per ton, and by tho ilc- 
Kinley act tlie rate on backlerl flax was 
raised to £07.20 per ton. 


Tlio agricn Itnnsts of this country have 


practically avoided the culture of flax 
for fiber, In 1800 it may be said that 
the greatest quantity of flax fiber was 
grown in tho United States—i. e., 27,133,- 
084 pounds—and in tlie last census your 
(1880) tlm trnantity raised was but 241,- 
398 pounds, c qual to about six carloads. 
On the other hand, our farmers have 
found it profitable to grow flax for the 
seed, out of which linseed oil, oilcake 
and oilineal are obtained, the two latter 
being for cattle feed. So that, judging 
from the cnl raro of flax and the utter 
disregard to ihe fiber, our growers bhow 
that they wil continue to products a crop 
from which tuey realize the brat returns. 
The constancy increasing quantity of 
seed product d, which in 1889 w,is over 
10,000,000 bushels, proves that flux filjor 
lias been discarded as a profitable crop 
and attention given to ftaxseod. 


"Wo have In this country today loss 


than six establishments manufacturing 
linen, but we have upward of 30 diffei- 
ent concerns crushing tho seed for nil 
and preparing Iho resdduo into oilcake 
and oilineal. 
At the present time wo 


impose a duty of IJO cents per bushel on 
the seed, S3 cento per gallon on linseed 
oil and grant free entry to foreign oil- 
cake. Of linseed oil wo import practi- 
cally none; of linseed, a quantity valued 
at $319,418: raw flax to the value of 
$1,077,802; of manufactures of 
flax, 


$lu,44:?,984 worth, making a total valuo 
of all imports of flax or products there- 
of of $17,740,294. Since 1882 tho value 
of all of thp'io imports has increased 21 
per cent. 


By tbo treasury statistics for 1S92 we 


exported domestic flaxsced worth $.'),- 
915,347, linseed oil ^Jl.O'JO, oilcako and 
oilineal $3,300,000 (appioximatel, or a 
total value of $7,209,567. Compared 
with bimiUr exports in 1882, it soem-, 
that the quantity shipped foieigu in 
1892 
indicates an increase, based upon 


value, of over 702 per cent. 


As a result it must appear that while 


we are dependent upon foreign countivi 
for our supply oE flax fiber wo are fully 
equipped to Eurnish ourselves and Eu- 
rope with tbo products and byproducts 
of fiaxsoed. There seems to bo ample 
roas,oii why " freo flax fiber" should 1« 
enacted in tho next revision of tbi tarin. 
—T. Aubrey Byrne in American Inun ,- 
tries. 


lloatiy Tor 'Xxtenml I'roU'ction." 


It cannot bo denied that tbo greatest 


good of the greatest number calls for a 
reduction in some of our iron duties. 
But among tlio advocates of reduction 
there tire eouie manufacturers who aro 
thereby pualiing other interests tlian 
those of tlie greatest number. Our 
manufacturers of agricultural imple- 
ments have c;ono through tho process of 
evolution that a protective tariff n&uallj' 
tends to determine. They prospered 
under the S3 per cent duty until they 
became numerous and had to sacrifice 
profits. Failures followed and 
pre- 


pared the way for combination, which 
duly ensued. Now the capacity of our 
big manufacturers of agricultural im- 
plements has outgrown tho consuming 
caliber of the country, and to keep on 
growing it requires new markets. This 
gives a motive to tbo manufacturers in 
question for seeking a redwtion on bur 
iron", etc., tlmt they may cheapen pro- 
duction and thus become eligible to 
compete ior an export trade against the 
producers of other countries. In. other 
words, while they retain internal pro 
tection in tho form of high duties, they 
want external protection by way of 
lower duties,—Iron Age.

The trained nurae is too 
expensivo a luxury to be kept through 
weeks, perhaps months, of weary cmi- 
valeacouce, and *fco patient, who perhaps 
was doing well at her departure, begins 
to suffer for proper care. The trained 
attendant, -who has Men instructed by 
competent trained nurses, is then pre- 
pared to take her place. 


Sho lias been taught how to vont'lato 


the rooms, niako beds, bathe the patient, 
serve and prepare attractive food and do 
tho many other things necessary to make 
life as pleasant us possible for Iho sick. 
The young women admitted to the Bos- 
ton classes must bo at least 20 years of 
ago and be possessed of good antecedents. 
The course oi 80 lessons, for which $3 Is 
paid, is followed by an .examination, 
which if creditably passed 'entitles tho 
pupil to ft dirjlonH,—New York Post.

they lunTicjuul to collide while iidmg at 
a rapid pace through tin streets,, but this 
season one c ;.n hardly glance over the col- 
umns ot a new^papoi v.-it!iouf roadi ig ac- 
counts of several of these mishaps. H al- 
most seems that tho wheelmen bad en- 
tered in a couipar r, to injure thorn =dve-. 
and others as often us an oppoitimity 
presented itself. The re isone for the m- 
era;fe in the bicycle accident list are in 
the first plact that there 'ire more wheels 
than ever before, and in tho second that 
the alleged improvements in contrac- 
tion tend to accidents. The new style 
wheels, with their pneumatic tires, are 
without brakes, &o that the rider cannot 
stop as n adily as formerly when he sees 
that lie is approaching danger. 


The construction of the tire ia such 


that were it supplied with a bra'no the 
sudden and determined use of that ar- 
ticle would burst the tire, allowing the 
air to escape. The new style wheels run 
over tho pavements so much mor? easily 
than the old style ones that when a vig- 
orous young man gets astride of one of 
them ho i.s seized with u desiro to go like 
a racehoise, and be does. Tho combina- 
tion of swift riding and no brake? is re- 
sponsible for probably 50 per cent of the 
accidents to tho wheelmen aud tho mor- 
tals who happen to get in their way. It 
might not boa bad idea to regulate their 
speed by law, especially through the 
crowded parts of the streets,—llostou 
Transcript.
